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Regarding independent claims 1. 8. and 15 . the prior art is not found to teach or 
fairly suggest, in combination with the existing elements of the present claim as 
currently amended, increasing the resolution of an imaging array by correlating pixels of 
at least one of two or more images by shifting to locate corresponding pixels of the other 
5 images, wherein the correlating includes multiplying values of shifted pixels and the 
corresponding pixels of the other images to generate a plurality of products, generating 
a squared sum of the plurality of products, and obtaining the highest squared sum of the 
plurality of products, and then combining the correlated pixels into a single enhanced 
image.
